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WOODS SOUNDS 
THE TOCSIN 


Bearing a copy of the Town 
Crier in his hand, Attorney Ro- 
land H, Woods of Lockwood Road, 
North Wilmington, issued a call 
to arms Monday night, against 
House Bill 1865, now pending in 
the legislature. 

Mr, Woods appeared before the 
Selectmen, in their regular meet- 
ing, and said that he was much 
disturbed over the fact that no- 
thing was belng done about the 
proposed legislation, which is en- 
titled an act relative tothe Powers 
of the Selectmen of the Town of 
Wilmington, 

Mr, Wood said that he was, as 
a private citizen, presenting to 
the board what he knew about 
this proposed act, and the effect 
ft would have on the form of 
government, if the voters were 
deprived of having their say as to 
the form, 

‘The bill, he said, was sponsored 
by the representative, Fred Cain, 
No copies of the bill were avail- 
able until published by the state 
last Wednesday, The previous 
week, he said, Larz Neilson, in 
the Town Crier, had indicated 
that he couldn’t find any copies 
of the bill. 

The Thursday morning after the 
Wednesday that the bill was pub- 
Mshed the Town Crier came out 
with a copy of the bill, ‘The 
Editor, who is usually very much 
alert, did not warn the people 
that if this act was passed by the 
legislature it would become a law, 
and the townspeople could do no- 
thing about it,’ he told the 
Selectmen, 

His prime purpose in appearing 
before the Selectmen was to lay 
on the table whether or not his 
interpretation was correct; and, 
further, if the bill was passed, 
that the people would have no 
choice as to the type of govern- 
ment Wilmington had, 

This is not the right way, Wood 
said. It is proper to have public 
debate, He raised two questions, 

1, Is the Board of Selectmen, 
or some responsible authority of 
the town officials sponsoring this 
piece of legislation filed by Mr. 
Cain? 

2, What is the attitude of the 
Board of Selectmen, covering said 
bill? Do they approve of the 
procedural manner of submission 

_.by Mr, Cain? Do they intend to 
Qn or object? 


Selectmen Speak 


Chairman LaRivee: Nomembér 
of the board sponsored this bill. 
My opinion was that it was to go 
on the ballet before the public, 
It is not the intention of the board 
to deprive any citizen of Wilming- 
ton as to what his government 
will consist of. I will oppose any~ 
thing that does not come before 
the people for a vote. Iam speak~ 
ing for myself as a private citizen, 

Bender: I had planned to attend 
the hearing, and planned to speak 
against it, as it is a violation of 
home rule, 

There had been two meetings on 
the subject, Bender said, that per- 
haps had been unreported because 
they were unfruitful and com- 
pletely unproductive. 


Original Charter By People 


Woods: The original charter 
was submitted to the voters of 
the town, and any changes to it 
should be submitted to the voters, 
The name of the act, he pointed 
out, was The Town Manager Act 
of the Town of Wilmington, not 
The Selectmen’ s Act. 

The Town Manager Act, he 
went on to say, could be amended, 
but it should be by vote of the 
people, If the legislationgoes 
through as proposed, the people 
will have no vote, This act was 
So written, he said, that it be~ 
came law on the passage of the 
bill, 

For my part, he told the Se- 
lectmen, I'll fight it right up to 
Governor Volpe, 

I don’t think it 1s our function 
as private citizens to have to 
come out and fight this bill, 

Bender; Your appearance 
served an @xcellent purpose, and 
I believe something will come of 
it, What has been needed is a 
catalyst, I have tried to be but 
was unsuccesful. Your appearance 
here tonight, Iam sure, will pro- 
vide the catalyst needed, 

Brooks: I made it quite clear 
that we did not want to discuss 
what was in the bill, but the bill 
itself, Now is the time to dis- 
cuss it, as it is a violation of 
home rule, The legislature does 
one thing, and then it turns around 
and does something else, 

Mrs, Drew: I agree with you, 
Mr. Woods, 

Woods; If the board should 
act officially on this -- you can’t 
sleep on this, because they have

Eligibility For School 
Sports Discussed 


Bernard McMahon, principal of 
Wilmington High School, together 
with the Athletic Director, Larry 
Cushing, and Guidance Director 
John Hamilton were present at the 
School Committee meeting, last 
night, to discuss Eligibility of 
Students to participate in sports, 

A letter, from the Boosters Club 
@ couple of weeks ago, was the rea- 
‘son why the educators were present 

The letter had questioned the 
Policy of the schools relative tothe 
eligibility of students to participate 
in sports, and further asked whe- 
ther Home Rule applies to extra 
curricular activites, or just to 
football, 


McMahon told the committee that 
the Mass, Secondary School Prin- 
cipals Association required 15cre 
dits in major subjects, in order to 
allow a pupil to take part in sports, 
This is he said, on 4 sub- 
jects, on which three are equal to 
Passing, and one failing, 

When the Wilmington schools 
increased their curriculum to 5 
Subjects, he said, then 2 failures 
were allowed, 

Bt was, he reported, more noti~ 
Geable in football than in other 
activities, He felt that the school 
was operating within the rules of 
the Massachusetts association, 

Larry Cushing, Director of Re- 
¢reation reported that when the 
Headmaster’s office informed him 
that a boy was not doing well in 
his academic subject the boy would 
be told that if they failed in two 
they were out, 

He went on to explain that four 
weeks before the marks ‘came out’ 
the boys received deficiency slips, 
which gives them time to make up 
their work. Cushing reported that 
he did not hesitate to tell the boys 
that they must have a passing grade 
in order to participate in a sports 
program. 

John Hamilton, Guidance Direc- 
tor, felt that the policy hadworked. 
& tremendous good, in attitude, 
~ The téachers, he said, were con- 
cerned with the progress of stu- 
dents, as well as with the consis 
tency of the rules and their appli- 
cation. The faculty was in favor 
of the rules as they stand, 

At the 9 and 10 th grade levels 
Hamilton said, Band or Music is 
@ required minor subject, and the 
students are. marked as in their 
other subjects, 

Since no minor {s required in 
the 1lth and 12th grades, other 
than physical education, if a band 
member fails while in these two 
grades, he would not be allowed 
to continue with the band, 

Committeeman Eddie Page want 
ed know if Wilmington was the 
only school that followed this poli- 
cy. He was told that Billerica 
operates with much the same poli~ 
cy. 

Arthur Lynch summed up that: 
‘We are in the business of educa- 
tion, If a child does not meet 
scholastic requirements, and can 
not participate in sports then the 


parents and the child must be pre- 
Pared to suffer the consequences’, 


Quality Marks 


The committee discussed the two 
major projects which were iniated 
last fall - Modern Math, and the 
new Report Card system, 

The modern math program need 
ed no discussion, It was ruuning 
smoothly, the committee decided, 

Bernard McMahon told the com- 
mittee that the Quality Point sys- 
tem was working out well, and that 
he had had no enquiries after the 
November marking period, from 
either parents or students, 

Hamilton concurred with McMa~ 
hon, He felt the it was the best 
system thus far, The students, he 
Said, felt that it gives a muctv 
fairer picture for those in the up~ 
per group, and Hamilton believed 
that it was a motivating factor for 
the lower groups, 

Arthur Brewster queried ifthere 
had been any reaction from outside 
of town. 

Hamilton told the Committee that 
Dr Culliton, of the Department of 
Education of Boston University was 
much interested in the Wilmington 
system. He had reviewed it, and 
found it fascinating. The Doctor, 
Hamilton said, had commented that 
this was the sort of thing that alot 
of schools should do, 

Lexington, Hamilton said, was 
interested in the system, and was 
making enquiries, 

The system ts tailored after a 
system in use in Haverhill, and Mr 
MeMahon stated that the Honor 
Roll, now, is not made up solely 
on Quality Points, but on Marks 
and Quality Points, 

The Honor Roll, Hamilton told 
the committee, was a reward for 
class achievement, It provided an 
incentive, and an encouragement 
for the pupils. It was his feeling 
that there should be more con- 
centration »,on/the lower groups, 
and encouragement for them. He 
has noticed a marked change inthe 
attitude of pups, 

The Quality Point System is not 
a substitute for-marks, McManon 
told the committee, It is merely 
a method of equating marks. The 
marks stand, but the Quality Points 
Specify the ‘weight’ of the work,

For the most part, Snow said, 
the land along Route 93 is very 
low in density (population) except 
for some adjoining residential 
neighborhoods.

Snow reported that he had found 
an inadequate description of bounds

He also found that the zoning 
districts were no clearly related 
to existing property lines, He 
felt that the district bounds should 
conform, at least in part, to the 
bounds of individually owned par- 
cels of land, The present pro- 
visions of the zoning by-law, he 
Said, for making adjustments on 
parcels of land bi-sected by a 
zoning district boundary, are too 
difficult.

He indicated that he believed 
that Wilmington needed Flood 
Plain Zoning (a provision for zon- 
ing along rivers and brooks, Ed,) 
to protect areas such as the Hun~ 
dred Acre. Meadow, because of 
the wellfields along the Ipswich 
River in Reading and Lynnfield, 

It was his feeling that the re~- 
zoning that had been done in North 
Wilmington, from the power line 
east across Andover Street and 
along Route 125 should be revoked 
and that the land should be re- 
classified to rural. 

He felt that access to land south~ 
east of Routes 125 and 93 was 
Poor, He took exception to the 
Ainsworth Road access, 

He indicated deficiencies gen- 
erally to large tracts of land 
zoned for industry - 1, No sew- 
erage, especially in North 
Wilmington, and a long distance 
to go. 2, Only 6 inch water main 
on Ballardvale Street, ‘Terribly 
Inadequate’, and finally, 3, that 
many parcels of land zoned for 
industry were either inaccessible 
or with very poor access, 

He specifically said that the 
zoning between Woburn Street and 
Route 93, and between West Street 
and Route 93 (waving his hand 
over a map showing both sides 
of the Ipswich) should be zoned 
Residential, 


South of 129 

South of Route 129, below Sun- 
crest Avenue, Snow strongly sug- 
gested that a road should be cut 
through, from West Street to Wo- 
burn Street, to open up the land 
and to provide water and public 
sewerage, ‘Spend real dough 
here,’ he said, 

He said that provisions should 
be made to ‘protect’ the people 
fn Suncrest Acres, and vaguely 
recommended another road, beside 


West Street, and indicated also that . 


traffic could use Woburn Street, 


Zoning By-Law 

Snow suggested that each spec- 
ific zoning district should be ac- 
curately described within the 
zoning by-law, not merely be 
reference to the official zoning 
map. 

He noted that there had been 
many revisions in zoning, and 
urged that the town get around to 
printing an up to date zoning map, 
with amendments since 1955, 


He suggested that restrictions 
on Industrial Use in lots which 
were divided between residential 
and industrial use be eased, He 
did not Say exactly how this should 
be done, 

Snow also suggested that there 
be two or more kinds of industrial 
districts, with the new ones being 
mor restrictive than the present 
requirements....He felt that the 
‘sign regulations in the zoning by- 
law should be modified to give 
industrial firms that might locate 
along Route 93 more advertising 
value, At the same time he sug- 
gested that the town should have 
@ separate law on signs, 

Off Street Parking requirements 
should be made more stringent, 
he said, 

Frontage and area requirements 
for industrial zoning should be 
increased. He didn’t think very 
highly of the 100 foot lot, 

H wanted to insert a ‘State- 
ment of Purpose’ for an Industrial 
District, 


Enforcement 

Snow felt that the administration 
and standards of enforcement 
should be improved, For this pur- 
Pose he proposed that any builder 
should be required to submit a 
detalied site plan prepared by a 
Registered Engineer, which spec- 
ifically located a proposed buiid- 
ing with reference to Street, pro- 
Perty lines and zoning bounds, 
This he said, would simplity the 
work of the building inspector, 

Industrial Developments, he sald, 
Should be subject to the approval 
of the Planning Board in terms of 
layout and design, 

The present thirty foot restrict- 
fon on height of buildings is too 
restrictive, Snow said, 

More stringent buffer zone pro- 
tection should be provided between 
an industrial and residential 
zones, and the present require- 
ments that the floor area of a 
buildipg may not exceed 70% of 
an industrial lot ought to be cut 
back very sharply to around 25%, 

The proceedures for amending 
the Zoning By-Law should be 
Spelled out in the Zoning By Law, 
Snow told his audience, He said 
that any proposed amendment 
Should be submitted to the Plan- 
ning Board at the same time that 
they are submitted to the Board 
of Selectmen, so as to avoid the 
‘last minute’ business in zoning 
studles, 

He strongly urged the adoption 
of a new and more comprehensive 
building by law, which, he sald, 
was-one ofthe greatest deficiencies 

confronting the town today,

I called Fred Cain, and got per- 
mission to use his show room. 
So Al, Joe, and myself rounded up 
eight or ten fellows and met with 
Frank Crocker, Walter Wilcox, 
and Governor John Nicoll Marks. 

They explained about Rotary, and 
we voted to hold a meeeting by 
ourselves the following week. 

We held our meeting, and de- 
cided to go ahead, and called for 
another meeting with the three 
gentlemen, We were told then just 
what the procedures were to start 
a club, and so, on Nov. 29, 1944 
we held our first meeting to ac-
